49-67, storing the digital video in a RAID (redundant array of inexpensive disks), which is known in the art to comprise hard disk drives, 
similar to the ones previously described in the reference. Dings use of a RAID further points toward the same goal of the claimed 
invention by spreading data out over different memory units in order to better tolerate faults/errors. This provides for separate logical 
groups of data. Law supplements this teaching of Ding by further providing the storing in different portions of the memory, as opposed to 
the duplication in all memory regions of Ding..
